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Terrorist  linked  to  persecution 

COSTA  MESA,  Calif.  (BP)  —  A  leading  authority  on  reli¬ 
gious  persecution  sees  a  connection  between  die  Osama  bin 
Laden  terror  network  and  persecution  directed  against 
Christians  in  a  host  of  countries.  "He's  tied  in  with  a  lot  of  per¬ 
secution,"  Paul  Marshall,  British-born  author  of  "Their  Blood 
Cries  Out"  and  a  senior  fellow  at  the  Center  for  Religious 
Freedom  in  Washington,  D.C.,  told  ASSET  News  Service.  "In 
many  settings  it's  radicals  within  his  network  who  are  carrying 
out  persecution,"  Marshall  said.  "This  is  going  on  in  toe 
Philippines,  Indonesia,  and  to  some  extent  Malaysia, 
Bangladesh,  Pakistan,  and,  of  course,  Afghanistan." 
Meanwhile,  bin  Laden  is  allied  with  other  terrorist  groups  in 
Algeria  and  Nigeria  that  have  been  killing  Christians,  Marshall 
said.  "Bin  Laden's  had  a  lot  of  cooperation  with  Sudan,  a  major 
country  in  the  world  killing  Christians,"  Marshall  said.  "Tne 
death  toll  in  Sudan  since  1998  is  two  million;  that  is  more  than 
every  war  in  the  Middle  East  in  this  past  century.  Most  of  these 
victims  are  Christians."  Persecution  also  continues  in  Muslim 
countries  without  ties  to  bin  Laden,  Marshall  said,  noting,  "You 
get  persecution  in  toe  Islamic  world  apart  from  bin  Laden.  Most 
notably  are  the  Saudis,  who  are  [bin  Laden's]  enemy  number 
one.  They  have  arrested  15  Christians  in  the  last  two  months.  In 
the  [first  week  of  October],  they  have  tortured  at  least  three  of 
them.  America  is  not  on  the  first  list  of  things  [bin  Laden] 
hates,"  Marshall  said.  The  Bush  administration  has  not  been 
aggressive  in  its  approach  to  Christian  persecution  issues  with 
offending  regimes,  Marshall  stated.  "Tne  U.S.  govemnjent  is 
still  very  reluctant  to  raise  this  as  a  human  rights  issue,  even 
with  the  new  administration,"  he  said.  "The  State  Department 
doesn't  push  it,  and  a  lot  of  foreign  policy  resists  it;  it  makes 
their  lives  tougher.

Missionaries 
dead,  New 
Tribes  says 


AUSTIN,  Texas  (BP)  —  New 
Tribes  Mission  (NTM)  has  con¬ 
cluded,  based  on  multiple 
guerrilla  testimonies,  that 
three  American  missionaries 
kidnapped  eight  years  ago  in 
Panama  were  shot  by  their 
captors  three  years  later  as  the 
guerrillas  were  facing  pressure 
from  Colombian  troops. 

While  the  remains  of  NTM 
missionaries  Dave  Mankins, 
Rick  Tenenoff,  and  Mark  Rich 
may  never  be  found,  NTM  has 
exhausted  all  leads  in  the 
case.  Compass  Direct  news 
service  reported  Sept.  21 . 

Both  the  mission  and  the 
hostages'  families  are  satisfied 
that  the  men  are  dead,  NTM 
spokesman  Scott  Ross  said. 

Revolutionary  Armed 
Forces  of  Colombia,  or  FARC, 
guerrillas  snatched  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  on  Jan.  31,  1993,  in 
the  eastern  Panama  village  of 
Pucuio,  near  that  country's 
border  with  Colombia. 

The  three  were  planting  a 
church  among  the  Kuna 
Indians.  Mankins^  then  43, 
Tenenoff,  then  36,  and  Rich, 
then  23,  and  their  families 
were  in  Pucuro  when  armed 
guerrillas  burst  into  their 
homes. 

“The  rebels  held  the  men  at 
gunpoint  while  the  wives 
packed  a  few  belongings, 
including  their  Bibles.  The 
missionaries'  wives  last  saw 
their  husbands,  hands  bound 
behind  their  backs,  marching 
into  the  Panamanian  jungle.

Two  young  girls  were 
preparing  to  bake  a  cake  for 
their  parents.  They  found  the 
recipe  in  a  cookbook  and  began 
to  follow  it. 

Trouble  came  when  they 
began  to  alter  the  ingredients. 
One  did  not  like  eggs,  so  they 
left  them  out.  The  other  loved 
vanilla  so  they  tripled  the 
amount  it  called  for.  Needless 
to  say  the  result  was  a  disaster. 

Just  as  recipes  are  followed  in 
baking  so  must  they  be  followed 
in  spiritual  growth.  In  today's 
lesson  we  answer  the  question, 
"How  does  the  church  build  a 
strong  relationship  with  the 
family?"  This  recipe  has  four 
valid  ingredients.

his  statement  inclusive.  "Sons 
of  light,"  a  Hebrew  idiom 
(Luke  16:6;  Eph.  5:8)  means  one 
is  characterized  by  or  belongs 
to  light.  God  is  called  "the 
father  of  lights"  (James  1:17). 
"Sons  of  the  day"  has  no  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  day  of  the  Lord,  but 
is  used  in  association  with  liv¬ 
ing  one's  life  in  the  light. 

Be  alert  and  self-controlled 
(w.  6-8).  Paul's  "but  you,  broth¬ 
ers,"  emphasizes  that  since  we 
are  sons  of  the  day,  we  are  not 
to  sleep.  This  type  sleep  does 
not  refer  to  those  "aslWp  in 
Christ,"  or  to  physical  sleep. 
This  is  a  sleep  characterized  by 
moral  and  spiritual  laxity  and  a 
lifestyle  of  careless  indifference 
to  matters  of  eternity. 

The  Christian  is  to  be  not 
only  alert  (vigilant)  and  calm, 
but  like  a  watchman  on  the 
walls  of  a  city,  armed  and 
poised  for  conflict.  The  hope  of 
salvation  is  the  believer's  sure 
expectation  of  being  rescued 
from  God's  judgement  for  an 
eternity  of  fellowship  with  him. 

That  hope  is  our  safeguard 
against  carelessness  or  defeat, 
certain  to  bring  victory  in  time 
of  conflict.

Christians  are  to  be 
encouragers  —  be  construc¬ 
tive  (vv.  9-11).  Paul's  use  of  the 
verb  "appoint"  does  not  mean

means  that  God  acted  in  histo¬ 
ry  to  provide  the  way  of  salva¬ 
tion  through  his  Son,  who 
died  for  (on  behalf  of,  in  place 
of)  us. 

For  the  Christian,  God's 
divine  purpose  is  not  condem¬ 
nation,  out  blessedness 
because  of  his  victory  over 
death,  which  means  that  our 
eternal  destiny  is  not  affected 
by  physical  death.
